Ho w Diphtheria Was 
Treated in the Days Be- 
fore Present Anti-Toxins 


Were Developed

we had diphtheria anti-toxin.

At the same time. he was tak- 
ing his own life in his hands, or 
he was jin danger of icsing the 
sight or one or both eyes if some 
of the membrane coughed up 
should lodge there. To receive a 
piece of that poisonous mem-

. brane in his eye and not be able 


to clean it out at once, meant a 
serious infection and probably a 
partial loss of sight. 

‘© DOUBT you have often 

wondered about your physi- 
cian’s headmirror, which he uses 
when he wishes to examine your 
nose or throat. This is a small 
concave mirror which he fastens 
around his head by means of a 
rubber strap. In it’s center is a 
hole in the glass and vou may 
ask what it is for. 

Well, it has a double purpose. 
The mirror refiects the light. 
placed behind the patient’s head, 
into the throat and illuminates 
it. If-the mirror is pulled aown 
over.the doctor’s eye he can look 
through the hole and anything 
coughed from the throat will 
strike the mirror and not fly into 
his. eye. 

Sometimes the tilile droplets 
do go through the opening, but 
he feels safer with the glass cov- 
ering his eye. He keeps the other 
eye closed. ‘To get back to the 
patient, when the membrane ex- 
tended down into the wind pipe, 
and membraneous croup devel- 
oped something must be done or 
the child would choke. There was 
one of two things to do, some- 
times both. An intubation tube 
could be passed down into the 
windpipe to hold it open. This 
tube was formerly made of gold. 
It was about two and’ a half 
inches long and as large around 
as a goose quill, open through 
its length. The upper end flared 
out, so that it could not slip 
into the lung. 


HERE was a little eye hole. 

through which a thread was 
to be passed and brought out 
through the mouth and fastenea 
around the neck, to prevent slip- 
ping. A long forcep with a goose 
neck at the smailer end fitted 
into the top of the tube and en- 
abled the doctor to reach in the 
throat, lift up the little valve 
that protected the opening of the 
windpipe, and pass the tube down 
through the opening. 

While this was being done the 
child could not breathe and was 
struggling for breath, so that it 
must be done quickly and skil- 
fully.. Then the child could 
breathe through the tube, unless 
some membrane plugged the 
opening or the tube was coughed 
out. You can be sure that the 
aocter did not sleep well while 
the tube was in place. If this 
tube did not do the work. a tra- 
cheotomy tube was placed in an 
upening from the outside just be- 
low the Adam’s apple. : 

Diphtheria was a nightmare 
for the doctor, nurse, family, and 
Patient. After all the local trou- 
ble. was under control there were 
weeks or worry and dread for 
tear of the deadly heart disease 
or the dreaded paralysis of the

Congressman David John Lewis Is Liberal in 
Thought, But Conservative in Action 


LTHOUGH he has always 
been considered a_ liberal, 
Representative David John Lew- 
is, white-haired Maryland veter- 
an in Congress, is one of the most 
vigorous Opponents of inflation, 
eithe: well-ordered or uncon- 
trolled. Mr. Lewis is what we 
might call a radical with reser- 
vations. He is always ready to 
sponsor new deals. but before he 
does so he investigates the dif- 
ference between fancy and facts. 
When the President's economic 
security bill, providing for old- 
age pensions and unemployment 
insurance, was first brought into 
the House it had no chance 
whatever-due to the way it was 
rigged. Lewis tock it under con- 
sideration, and made. the idea 
much more plausible than at the 
beginning. He has reintroduced 
it. and if anything ever comes 
of the bil! he will be entitled to 
the credit for having made the 
document practical. In other 
words. Representative Lewis 
thinks liberal and works conser 
vative.

Until he was seventeen Lewis 
was an illiterate coal miner. The 
son of Welsh immigrants, he was 
born in Osceola, Penna., in 1869. 
At nine he was working in a coal 
breaker and had never seen the 
inside of a school-house. The 
thirst for knowledge came upon 
him, however, and he discovered 
he had a facility for learning not 
given to every youth. At twenty- 
four he not only knew English 
literature, law, and Latin, but 
was able to translate. French 
classics. When he was twenty he 
had been representing his union 
at a conference when someone 
asked him why he didn’t become 
a lawyer. “Why not?” thought 
Lewis and forthwith set about it. 
He was admitted to the bar et 
twenty-three. : 

In order to fill a hole in their 
ballot the Democrats gave him a 
perfunctory nomination in 1906 
for Congress: Two years later he 
was elected. His short. bu'ky fig- 
ure, and genia! countenance bas 
been there ever since.

Whole Wheat Pudding 


Crumble whole wheat bread 
and measure two cups of the 
crumbs into a mixing bowl. Add 
one and one-half cups milk and 
let stand until the milk is ab- 
sorbed. Add the beaten yolks of 
(three eggs then stir in one-fourth 
cup melted butter and one-third 
cup brown sugar. Fold in two 
bananas sliced. one apple. sliced 
thin, two strips each of candied 
orange and candied lemon peel 
chopped fine, one-fourth cup 
seeded raisins, ten dates stoned 
and chopped. six chopned figs 
and ten walnut meats chovped. 
Last of all fold in the stiffly 
beaten whites of three eggs. Pour 
into a large buttered pudding 
dish, sprinkle the top with nut- 
meg and bake in a moderately 
hot oven until firm in the cen- 
ter, Serve hot or cold with hard 
sauce, cream. or a rather thin 
fruit sauce, This will make about 
ten servines or enough for two 
meals for the average family.
